— The rules regulating 
the recruitment to the Military Engineer Services, Claw I, 
published as Notification No. 889, dated the 23rd April, 1962 
in Part I, Section 3 of the Gazette of India, dated the 5th

In Appendix I relating to the standard and syllabus of the
